The Deep South will do itself 
and the nation lasting harm if it 
persists in the argument that 
those who urge legislation protect- 
ing the right to vote do so cyni- 
cally out of politics. As the Deep 
South léaders have said in the 
early debate, they now are re- 
duced to a “beleaguered little 
band.” The reason the conserva- 
tive Republicans and Democrats 
have deserted the historic coali- 
tion is because they sincerely be- 
lieve it is: neither possible nor 
right to abridge the rights of qpal- 
ified citizens to cast a ballot. The 
fact it is politically advantageous 
so to do does not diminish the sin- 
cerity of that conviction. 


Great Gulf 


We are confronted with the ne- 
cessity to bridgé, in something of 
a hurry, the great gulf which ex- 
ists in our time between the tech- 
nical and social sciences, as well 
as the more dramatic missile gap. 
We have not done so because, for 
almost a decade, there has been 
no rational public dialogue. 


The greatest failure to join in 
the dialogue has, it seems to me, 
been on the part of business. 


We have had recently a great 
deal of talk about businessmen 
getting into politics. This has been 
urged by various- persons and 
committees of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, and heads of some of the 
larger corporations. But from the 
beginning they have revealed a 
fatal flaw in their image of what 
getting into politics means. They 
have had the narrow one of 
merely trying to elect candidates 
whom they thought would best 
represent their economic policies. 


Getting into politics means 
much more than that. Politics de- 
mands a public philosophy. This 
is basic. If, for example, we allow 
public education to be destroyed 
in several states, the reverbera- 
tions of it will echo in every 
state. It will poison the legislative 
wells of necessary federal assist- 
ance to education and everywhere 
activate hate groups. 


The competitive system is being 
done great damage because those 
business men who wish to take 
a public position on a moral issue 
too often can’t because a competi- 
tor will not. Competition cannot 
afford to be equated with political 
immorality. 


Rational Debate 


Lincoln said, in his 1860 Cooper 
Union speech seeking a rational 
debate, that moral right makes 
might. That remains true. If the 
nation’s business leadership will 
get into politics in the fullest and 
best sense, we can make real 
progress. The Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development, for example, 
has recently released a study and 
recommendation on _ education. 
That is business statesmanship. 
Here is a public philosophy on 
education by leaders of the na- 
tion’s ‘productive economy. We 
can use it in other fields. If we 
leave it only to the politicians, 
then the instinct for survival will 
allow most of the talking and 
interpretation to be done by the 
extremists. The sooner we make 
up our minds about it, with help 
from the local and national busi- 
ness organizations and the Cham- 
bers of Commerce, the sooner 
this nation will bridge the gap 
which is presented to us in this 
last half of the 20th century. 


For business to “‘get into poli-’ 
tics’ without a public policy, or 
philosophy, will do business more 
harm than good.

Most of Calhoun Was Without Electricity 


Calhoun Isolated; 
Many Go Hungry

CALHOUN — Thousands of north Georgians shivered Thursday 
night without water to drink or bread to eat as a devastating winter 
storm continued to spread snow and woe into hard-hit areas like 
Calhoun and nearby Adairsville. 
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As residents struggled to dig out from more than three inches 
of snow, ice and slush, their hopes were dimmed when a heavy, 
steady snowfall began falling again late Thursday afternoon. 


“When is this going to be over? I’m sick,” said Mrs. B. I. 
Chamlee of Rte. 2, Adairsville, after a giant hackberry tree split 
from the weight of tons of ice and fell across the roof of her farm 
home. 


“T haven’t had anything to eat since yesterday (Wednesday),” 
said 6-year-old Pete Whitlock, who lives on a Bartow County farm 
not far from the Chamlee residence. 


Power lines were down, and people who didn’t have stored 
foods and water were caught thirsty and hungry in many areas. 


The city water supply was completely exhausted at Adairsville, 
which also was without telephone and electrical service. 


Most of Calhoun was without electrical service, too. 
Good neighbors who had gas or wood stoves took in the less

Dr. Freeman B. Warren of O’Neil’s Drug Store said he went 
into the drugstore’s supply of bottled, distilled water when the 
Spigots went dry.

Lands with 
Engine Out

RAMEY AIR FORCE BASE, 
Puerto Rico (UPI) — President 
Eisenhower's jetliner developed 
engine trouble and landed on three 
engines Thursday at a refueling 
stop en route home from South 


America. He changed planes and 
flew on to Ramey Air Force Base 
and a weekend of rest from his 
strenuous 10-day ‘‘amigo” tour. 


As the 707 jetliner neared Para- 
maribo, Surinam, a refueling stop 
on the 4,000 - mile flight from 
Buenos Aires to Puerto Rico, oil 
pressure dropped in the right out- 
board jet engine. Pilot Col. Wil- 
liam G. Draper shut off the 
engine. 


RESCUE UNITS TOLD 


Draper, as a matter of routine, 
notified air and sea rescue units 
in the area. Draper told Brig. 
Gen, Andrew J. Goodpaster, a 
White House aide, of the difficul- 
ty. Eisenhower was notified about 
15 minutes before landing time. 


It was emphasized there was 
no danger. Draper said he was 
sure the plane would make the 
remaining hour’s flying on three 
jets. The landing at Zanderly 
Field, Paramaribo, was normal. 


A two-hour stopover af Paja- 
maribo was ordered while the 
President changed to another jet- 
liner and then flew on to Ramey 
Air Base.

Hudson Advises 


The best thing to do for your ice-encased shrub- 
bery, plants and trees right now is nothing. 


“The important rule is & 
“don’t,” "’ according to Charles J. 
Hudson, garden columnist in the 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution Dixie 
Living Section. 


“Don’t shake ice off branches 
and leaves.” 


Hudson said this will cause 
leaves to break off and branches 
to snap. 


The horticulturist says the best 
—and only—thing to do now is 
wait until the freezing weather 
passes and the coatings of ice 
melt naturally. 


“Ice is actually an insulator, 
anyway,” he says. ‘The cold is 
not what is damaging the shrub- 
bery; it’s the weight of the ice.”’ 


Hudson gives these general rules 
for repairing that damage, after 
the ice has melted: 


Stake and tie shrubs to bring

$1 Million Loss of Poultry 
Left by Storm in Lumpkin 


Sleet and snow brought the Lumpkin County poultry industry 
to the edge of disaster during the past two days. 


Damage was estimated at $1 million. Scores of chickens 
perished when their huts — 79 in all — were blown down in the 
storm. 


The US. Department of Agriculture requested that the area 
be declared a disaster area. The department's disaster committee 
also asked a local Army Reserve unit to use its personnel and 
vehicles to help farmers get chicken feed to the livestock farms. 


Elsewhere, the cold weather posed a feeding problem for 
north Georgia's poultry farmers. 

The job of trying to feed the chickens has been pretty rough,” 
said Al Gibson of Gainesville, executive secretary of the Georgia 
Poultry Federation. 


The heating problem for brooders is not as bad as it might 
have been, Gibson pointed out, because electrically heated brooders 
are not universally used in Georgia. 


“Most of them use gas, coal or wood,”’ Gibson said. 
“Our biggest problem is getting feed in to the various houses,” 
Gibson said.

“To him who in the love of nature holds 

Communion with her visible forms, she 
speaks 

A various language. ... 


And who can deny there is not an 
eloquence of beauty in trees all covered 
and laced with ice? Who does not see 
poetry in their bent, shimmering branch- 
es which make each tree seem a huge, 
glittering cut-glass chandelier of exqui- 
site form and symmetry? . 


Seen in the gathering dusk, the ghost- 
like forms of trees and shrubs have a 
beauty not of this earth. It is good, too, 
to walk across the frozen-crusted earth 
and to hear it crunch beneath the heel; 
to see the birds, hungry and pushed 
against the cold, seeking out some seed or 
crumb not prisoned in ice. Happy is he 
who feeds birds, because he can watch 
the drama of their beauty and the stern 
reality of nature’s “the pecking order.” 
Though there is some minor hardship in 
this visible form of nature with which 
we presently are in communion, none can 
deny its beauty and its serenity. 


A lady called, reminding us of Don- 
ald Davison’s poem, “Fire on Belmont 
Street.” This poem tells the story of a 
man gone soft from civilization. He left 
his home-bound bus one evening and 
heard the sound of fire engines on his 
street. Terror smote him. He was sure 
it was his house. He tried to run but 
could only puff along. Yet he was the 
descendant of pioneers who had’ come to 
the wilderness with Daniel Boone and 
later with Andrew Jackson. They had 
endured great winters and harsh priva- 
tions. Now fear constricted his heart and 
his breath went because there was a fire 
on Belmont street. 


Today when the electric current goes 
and the electric blanket, stove and water 
heater depart with it, the descendant of 
pioneers remains in bed, plaintively urg- 
ing the power company “to do some- 
thing.” 

Happily, this form of nature does not 
come often and perhaps that is why we 
rather enjoy its beauty and the re- 
minder it gives to man, with his cold 
electric blanket, that he still hasn’t con- 
quered nature.

Tech Vandals Deserve 
Duty on Shovel Gang 


Student demonstrations are neither 
novel nor necessarily exciting. 

After an athletic victory, keenly 
sought and fairly and barely won, it is 
common practice for the student body to 
whoop it up, to parade noisily and even 
to demand a holiday. 

But the kind of a march that was 
made early Thursday on the Tech presi- 
dent’s home was neither respectful nor 
right. 

Thinking people—and we assume most 
young people can think—do not take ad- 
vantage of nasty weather to show off and 
misbehave to the point of vandalism. 
There is no other name for the breaking 
of windows with rocks and pop bottles. 

If we were sitting in judgment, we 
would Jevy a few hours on the shovel 
gang cleaning the sidewalks on the cam- 
pus as a good way to work off the en- 
ergy which put the march and the mis- 
siles into motion.

Carson McCullers from producing. But 
she, too, was recognized, with “The Heart 
Is a Lonely Hunter,” “The Member of 
the Wedding” and “Ballad of the Sad 
Cafe,” as one of the truly magnificent 
writers of our time.

Atlanta—I have been much dis- 
tressed by reports of a recently 
initiatéd effort of a small promo- 
tional group in Marietta to ac- 
quire 1,000 acres of the Kennesaw 
Mountain National Battlefield 
Park for private development. If 
this effort succeeds, the park will 
lose. one-third of the area now 
under its control. 

The present park area was se- 
lected, after careful study by a 
group of expert technicians, as 
the minimum acreage necessary 
to the preservation of sites most 
intimately connected with mili- 
tary operations in the vicinity of 
Kennesaw Mountain. To reduce 
this area by one-third will im- 
pinge greatly on these historic 
sites and do incalculable damage 
to a memorial appropriately set 
aside to remind present and fu- 
ture generations of the sacrifice 
and gallantry displayed by the 
men in gray and blue in one of 
the most dramatic and impor- 
tant campaigns of the Civil War. 

The conversion to private use 
of this hallowed tract will benefit 
only a small group of people and 
cannot conceivably be viewed as 
serving the public interest.

WASHINGTON—What is real is far different 
from what is apparent in the Senate’s long strug- 
gle over civil rights. The appearance is that 


practically all the Southerners have been massed like desperate 


men on a bitter barricade against 


ever to Negro voting in the South. 
The reality is that not a doz- 
en — indeed not more than 8 or 


10—are actually so massed in 
their hearts. 


maneuver for time-killing to pre- 
vent any vote at all—is in sight. 
The reality is that no such all- 
out thing is, under present con- 
ditions, even possible. It takes at 
least 20 senators to put on an 
unbreakable filibuster. No such 
force exists, at present. 


The appearance is that the 
bipartisan civil rights forces are 
now strong enough to sweep far 
past the matter of voting rights. 
It would seem that the Senate 
has both the power and the de- 
termination to go much beyond 
voting rights and so also to pro- 
vide powers to force school in- 
tegration through federal orders. 

Again, the reality is quite 
otherwise. The Senate will not 
go that far—again, not under all 
present circumstances. 


Given no grave worsening of 
national atmosphere, the upshot 
of it all will be a civil rights bill 
really guaranteeing the voting 
right but going little or no far- 
ther. And given no grave worsen- 
ing in national atmosphere that 
bill at length is going to pass by 
perhaps 7 to 1.

The long and short of it is sim- 
ply this: Those in the North who 
really wish to make progress, but 
rational progress, on race rela- 
tions are under heavy obligation 
not to help inflame the South's 
troubles at this point. 

Those in the South who really 
wish to help solve this problem 
in an orderly and reasonable way 
are under heavy obligation to 
avoid extremism on their own 
side.

Norstad’s Brigade 


Speeds U.S. Plans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gen. 
Lauris Norstad’s plan to set up an 
atomic weapons brigade in NATO 
forces may signal a new strategy 
for defending Western Europe 
against possible Soviet attack. 


It also may speed a US. deci- 
sion on whether to supply its 
chief North Atlantic Treaty Allies 
with atomic weapons or let them 
go ahead and develop their own. 


MAY EXPAND 


Norstad, supreme Allied com- 
mander in Europe, announced in 
‘Paris Wednesday that he planned 
to create a nuclear-armed mobile 
task force of American, British 
and French troops. The general 
revealed he already was thinking 
of expanding it later with men 


from other nations. 


Norstad’s plan was seen as a 
move to help NATO forces meet 
a limited Soviet attack with the 
most modern tactical atomic and 
conventional weapons. Until now, 
NATO forces had been geared 
chiefly to meet an all-out Russian 
attack. 


Much of the military and foreign 
policy criticism heard by congres- 
sional committees has contended 
that the West must increasingly 
prepare to meet a wide range of 
Russian challenges short of all-out 
war. 


HERTER APPROVES 


Norstad’s plan was quickly en- 
dorsed by the State Department 
and British officials. It presum- 
ably had the approval of French 
President De Gaulle, who has op- 
posed integrated forces but has 
named some of his best men to 
NATO’s top unified staffs. 


-_ NATO armies previously have 
consisted of national forces with 
national commanders. Unified 
‘commands and staffs have been 
reserved for such top echelons as 
ne Allied Headquarters and 

adquarters of whole army 
groups.

One man is Chairman of the Board of the Atlanta Housing Authority 
(buyer); Vice Chairman of the Board of Egleston Hospital Trustees (seller) ; 
and President of the real estate firm that handled the property. 


The Chairman of the Citizens Advisory Committee on Urban Renewal is a 
partner of one of the architectural firms selected as architects for the proj- 
ect, disassociating himself and the firm as to this project only after the 
rezoning petition aroused publicized opposition. 


The Mayor has asked the Board of Aldermen to approve the rezoning 
petition because they “originaly requested the housing authority to find 
property for that purpose;” “they agreed to cooperate in rezoning land,” 
and because they should “uphold their own agent, the housing authority,” 
as quoted in Atlanta newspapers. These persons do not preclude upholding 
the housing authority in rezoning land if proven to be suitable for low-cost 
public housing! The Mayor seems more interested in going along with the 
Authority than in the merits of this particular site. 


In 1957 this property was rezoned for light industry at the request of 
Egleston Hospital after being reviewed by the planners to be sure Urban 
Renewal would not be affected and was advertised and recommended for 
light industrial use by the former owners and their estate agent, before the 
opportunity arose to sell it at a tremendous price to the Atlanta Housing 
Authority. 


If the Atlanta Housing Authority felt that Urban Renewal depended upon 
building public housing on the Egleston property, why did the Authority 
go about acquiring and rezoning the land so haphazardly? 


In its efforts to sweeten the scent of poor planning and “save face” the Atlanta 
Housing Authority attempts to make culprits of the schools, churches, Negro and 
white home owners, the Georgia Baptist Hospital, business and industry because 
they oppose rezoning the Egleston land to protect their property. 


We, the people who live and work and attend’ schools and churches in the area 
fringing on the Egleston property, cannot feel that face-saving is nearly as important 
as continuing a search for the right property in the right location at the right price, 
where zoning for apartment dwelling is compatible with surrounding property usage. 


We hope the Board of Aldermen will feel the same way when a vote is taken on 
rezoning the Egleston site at the meeting March 7.

Birth Process 


Knowledge Vital 


In Emergency

Life’s processes, even the bearing of children, 
will continue even during atomic attack, an obste- 
trician assured nurses at the Civil Defense Training 
Court at Grady Memorial Hospital this week. 


“The majority of women, if 
left alone, will deliver their 
babies without difficulty and 
without harm to themselves or 
the infants,” said Dr. John D. 
Thompson, associate professor 
of obstretrics and genecology at 
Grady Memorial Hospital. 


He pointed out, however, that 
27 per cent of the surviving 
pregnant women within two 
miles of Ground Zero at Hiro- 
shima during the A-bomb blast 
aborted or had premature de- 
liveries immediately after the 
blast. 


TOP PRIORITY 


Pregnant women, according 
to Civil Defense authorities, will 
be given one of the top priori- 
ties for medical care in event 
of atomic disaster. If Atlanta 
were attacked, Dr. Thompson 
said approximately 4,100 wom- 
en would be in the eighth or 
ninth month of pregnancy at 
any given time. 


Instructing the nurses in how 
to care for pregnant women be- 
fore, during and after delivery, 
Dr. Thompson and Miss Han- 
nah Mitchell, a public health 
nurse who had midwifery ex- 
perience in the hills of Ken- 
tucky, urged them to be fa- 
miliar with the birth processes, 
but: pointed out that “in an 
emergency, few women will be 
lucky enough to have a grad- 
uate nurse to help at birth.” 


‘“Laymen are astoundingly 
ignorant about what the nor- 
mal birth process is,’ Dr. 
Thompson said. “Those who 
have medical training must or- 
ganize other women under their 
care and instruct them how to 
care for delivery. You must 
literally exude reassurance” he 
said emphatically. 


EMOTIONS DURING LABOR 


Explaining the emotions felt 
by women in pregnancy and 
during labor, Miss Mitchell said 
the nurses must “use these re- 
sponses as a tool to help the 
mother.”” She said women are 
primarily self-centered during 
the first trimester of pregnan- 
cy, baby-centered during the 
second trimester, and self and 
baby-centered during the final 
trimester. 


The two emotional stages of 
labor, first chatty then extreme- 
ly lonely, may be separated by 
a bossy, angry and domineering 
transitory stage. During these 
periods, the nurse must decide 
“whether to play the role of a 
mother or,a sister to the wom- 
an in labor,’ Miss Mitchell 
said. 


Since there is an average of 
three preschool or elementary 
school children for every preg- 
nant white woman, and an aver- 
age of four for every pregnant 


colored woman in Atlanta, Miss © 


Mitchell told the nurses to 


learn the evacuation routes 
thoroughly so they might re- 
assure the woman in childbirth 
that her other children were 
being taken care of. 


“Any fears will make labor 
more difficult, and the mother 
will feel guilty about having a 
baby if she doesn’t know what 
is happening to her other chil- 
dren,” Miss Mitchell said. Miss 
Mitchell is assistant to the di- 
rector of Health Conservation 
branch, Georgia Department of 
Public Health. 


Miss Mitchell showed the 
nurses the Civil Defense-rec- 
ommended kit for expectant 
mothers, which can be used for 
immediate normal delivery 
without medical assistant dur- 
ing an emergency. 


Identification of babies born 
during disaster is extremely 
important, Miss Mitchell and 
Dr. Thompson said, since moth- 
er and child might be separat- 
ed during later . evacyation. 
Miss Mitchell concluded, how- 
ever, with the statement that 
the greatest stimulus for quick 
recovery for the mother was 
to have the baby with her.

We are not here to press our 
views upon you, but to ascertain 
your opinions and desires on the

This committee was appointed as | 
an outgrowth of a case now pend- 
ing in the U.S. District Court of 
the Northern District of Georgia. 
Negro plaintiffs in that case 
brought suit, seeking to enjoin the 
Atlanta School Board from con- 
tinuing to operate _ separate 
schools for white and colored 
children, with the purpose and 
object of having the court order 
Negro children in all white 
schools. The plaintiffs prevailed; 
and the defendants, the School 
Board of Atlanta, pursuant to or- 
der of court, filed for approval of 
the court a plan of gradual de- 
“segregation in the form of pupil 
placement plan which the court 
has approved. 

The laws of Georgia provide 
that in the event a school is inte- 
grated by court order, all state 
and local ,financial support will 
be withdrawn, which as Judge 
Hooper points out will result in 
the school’s being closed for lack 
"of funds. 


No Final Order 


In the exercise of a wise dis- 
cretion, Judge Hooper postponed 
entering a final order in the case 
to prevent the immediate and un- 
necessary disruption of the At- 
lanta school system: He said: 

“For the court to order the At- 
lanta public schools to desegre- 
gate would be equivalent there- 
fore to ordering them to close. 
Since the Legislature meets in 
January 1960 and the next school 
term begins in September 1960 
‘there is therefore no delay caused 
by making the plan .contingent 
upon the passage of legislation 
which will permit the Atlanta 
schools to carry through their 
plan without punitive action on 
the part of the state.” 


Now, the question that you 
maturally ask is this: Can public 
education be abolished in Atlanta 
by the state and local financial 
support being cut off, and be con- 
tinued elsewhere throughout the 
state by state funds?

The first fact is that the people 
unanimously desire to maintain 
public schools. The second fact is 
that the people desire separate 
schools for white and colored chil- 
dren, and they are convinced that 
separate schools are for the bet- 
terment of both races. Integra- 
tionists are insignificant numeri- 
cally. 


The third fact is that the people 
realize the dangers of permitting 
the federal courts to take charge 
of and monitor public education. 
They know courts are unfitted for 
that job. The courts bring to edu- 
cation the elements of strife and 
contention and compulsory associ- 
ation so contrary to the proper 
spirit of learning in the school- 


The nub of the question is: 
What are the real choices open 
to the people on the school ques- 
tion, and what are their senti- 
ments regarding these choices? 


We will outline these choices as 
simply as possible, and then it is 
up to you to state your wishes. In 
this proceeding you are to tell us. 
We are not to tell you. You are 
to tell us, however, after you 
have a fair look at what seems 
to be open to you. 


Soon after the Supreme Court 
announced its segregation deci- 
sion in 1954 the people of Georgia 
amended their Constitution by 
providing: 

“Notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of this Constitution, the 
General Assembly may by law 
provide for grants of state, county 
or municipal funds to citizens of 
the state for education purposes 
in discharge of all obligation of 
the state to provide adequate edu- 
cation for its citizens.”’ 


This was a very wise and far- 
sighted step to take in view of 
\later developments and will 
helpful regardless of any laws 
that are finally enacted on the 
school question. 


2 Basic Choices 


The choices that the people may 
have are basically two. Each 


lost under a system of competi- 
tive examinations. More than the 
loss of their jobs is the loss of 
their schools that deprives them 
of the opportunity to teach and 
guide their own people. 


Are the courts to monitor these 
examinations, peering for a con- 
stitutional question on the grounds 
of racial discrimination in the 
rubbish of old examination pa- 
pers? 


Some Lost Jobs 


In parts of the State of Okla-| 
homa where Negro population is 
relatively small#separate schools 
for Negroes were abolished alto- 
gether; the Negroes lost their 
schools, and the teachers lost 
their jobs, several hundred of 
them. Their protests to reestab- 
lish their schools were unavailing. 


In the southern part of Okla- 
homa where racial population was 
more evenly divided, the Negroes 
and the whites continue to op- 
erate their separate schools, 
realizing the value of separate 
schools to each. 


These . are sobering and 
reaching thoughts and call for 
good sense and good feeling 
among the two races. Within the 
framework of good sense and 
good feeling it is within the power 
of our people, white and colored, 
to cure the evils that an ill- 
considered decision by our highest 
court has turned loose upon us 
and to preserve the right to both 
races, white and colored, to op- 
erate their own schools and to 
guide and teach their own people

It would be a mistake—it would 
be unfair — to hold our local 
Negroes responsible for the ten- 
sions and ill feelings that are be- 
ing engendered between the races. 
They are the innocent victims of 
false leaders, some misguided, 
some influenced by sinister 
motives, and many pursuing sub-

opinion as the “so-called Pupil 
Placement Plan (also referred to 
as Pupil Assignment Plan, etc.).”’ 


The Atlanta Plan before Judge 
Hooper falls in this general cate- 
gory. 


Judge Hooper points out in his 
opinion that such plans have been 
adopted in one form or another 
in many states, “including Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Alabama, 
Louisiana, South Carolina, Flor- 
ida and Tennessee.”’ 


Judge Hooper states: 


. . « The plans are no doubt 
adopted against the day when 
such efforts would be made and 
they were adopted in full recog- 
nition of the fact that the people 
of the states adopting them had 
no desire to abolish segregation, 
but considered it wise to make 
plans for the future against the 
day when segregation in such 
states might be enjoined by the 
courts. Mississippi was one of the 
first states to adopt such legisla- 
tion, though as yet there have 
been no efforts to abolish segre- 
gation in that state.” 


The Pupil Placement Plan, so 
called, has different features. 
The basic idea is that the schools 
continue to operate as heretofore. 
In the event, however, a dissatis- 
fied pupil wants to change from 
one school to another, the govern- 
ing body of the school would have 
the right to place the student in 
the school best adapted to his

The laws as _ they 
operate in this way: If the court 
\orders a school to integrate, as 
painted out by Judge Hooper, pub- 
lic funds are cut off and the 
school is closed for lack of money. 
In that event, under the provi- 
Sion of the Constitution quoted 
above, the State Legislature is 
authorized to give grants in aid 
to pupils to assist them in ob- 
taining an education at private 
schools. The state can have no 
control or supervision of such 
schools, nor can the property of 
the state be used for school pur- 
poses under the decision of the 
Supreme Court. The schools must 
be private in fact as well as in 
name. The courts will permit no

The plan also has additional 
features such as a parent’s 
choice, which. would enable a par- 
ent to withdraw his child from 
school rather than compel him to 
associate with students of a dif- 
ferent race, and such as a local 
option feature which would per- 
mit a school district to close a 
school in that district by the con- 
sent of the people in that district 
in the..event mixing of the races 
should be required. In such case, 
grants in aid or scholarships to 
assist in educating a child in a 
private school could be provided. 


The general purpose of such 
laws is to create a situation in 
which no child is compelled to 
associate with children of a dif- 
ferent race and all association be- 
tween the races would be on a 
voluntary basis. 


Under this type system, situ- 
ations could be adjusted accord- 
ing to the desires and circum- 
stances of local communities. 


The difference between the clos- 
ing under such a law and under 
the present law is that under 
present law, a school is closed by 
action of the state as a result of 
a federal court order, and under 
the Pupil Placement Plan with 
local option provisions, the school 
would be closed by the will of the 
people themselves in the com- 
munity affected.
